To  the  Freemen  of  Kentucky. 

.CONSIDERING  inyfelf  as  account- 
able to  my  lellovv  citizens  tor  my  po- 
litical conduct,  I  (hall,  for  your  fatif- 
laCtion,  answer  the  chaises  which 
have  been  brought  againit  me,  by  fe- 
veral  anonymous  writers. 

I  am  charged  with  having  been  guil 
ty  of  ineoniUUncy  in  the  lpeeches 
which  I  delivered  I  aft  lunimer,  in  Lex- 
ington, and  lalt  winter,  ac  Bryan's. 
!  o  enable  you  to  judge  properly  of 
•,  -is  charge,  the  fnbttance  or"  ihofe 
ij.eeches  fhould  be  ltaied.  In  the  hilt, 
I  afierted,  tlr.it  in  a  republican  gov- 
ernment, thofe  who  were  appointed 
by  the  people,  to  lid  mi  (lifter  that  go- 
vernineut,  were  the  lervants,  and  not 
the  mailers  of  the  people— that  as  they 
derived  all  their  authority  from  the 
people,  they  could  not  traulVend  the 
po*ers  veiied  in  tnem  by  the  people 
■  that  1  heir  acts  were  valid  fo  tar  on- 
ly as  they  were  in  conformity  to  thole 
powers,  ami  void,  when  they  exceeded 
them— that  the  alien  and  fedition  bills 
were  tyrannical  in  their  nature,  and 
being  not  only  not  authorized  by  the 
coidticuti:<n,  but  expr«f»ly  prohibited 
by  it  — that  thev  were  unconitirution- 
:tl  and  void,  and  tnei  efure  ougni  to  be

v  fpeerh  at  Bryan's,  I  endea 
•vored  to  imptefson  the  minds  of  my 
hearers,  the  oecelii'y  of  having  a  con 
ft  it  m  ion,  which  mouid  contain  with- 
'  in  it,  certain  great  and  important 
principles,  and  among!*  others,  the  in- 
violability ot  every  Ipecics  of  proper 
ty,  as  tftabiilhed  by  law.  In  the  do- 
inyr  of  this,  I  dwelt  largely  on  the  at- 
tack which  was  tin  eat  en  rd  again  it  our 
property  in  Oaves,  and  endeavored  to 
prove,  that  admitting  ftevery  was  an 
evil,  and  that  the  policy  of  the  tfcttt 
required  that  it  thould  be  done  away, 
that  as  that  evil  had  been  introduced 
and  eltablilhed  by  law,  and  as  the  pro- 
prietors of  Haves  had  acquired  their 
right  to  them,  under  the  tanciien  ol 
laws  which  had  been  in  force  more 
than  150  years— that  that  evil  could 
not  now  be  j  nil  1  y  removed  by  the 
means  of  laws  actifig €Q|wp»M©rilj On 
the  owner*,  without  the  Hate's  ma- 
king tne  ownrn  z  reaj  and  jt.lt  com 
prnlai  ion.  In  the  COuHe  ol  mv  rea 
Toning  on  this  fubject,  I  e\;uelitd  free 
ly,  mv  opinion  ot  the  fentimeni*  arid 
conduct  ot  thole  who  declared  them- 
felves  friends  to  emancipation,  bur 
who  weald  not  confent  to  its  taking 
place  in  any  manner  by  which  tbej 
would  be  called  upon  to  contribute  tn 
bear  the  cxpence  which  would  be  can- 
fed  by  it  1  he  i efotut i<ms  *  Inch  were 
then  adopted,  contain  t  he  fiibit  ancr  ot 
tne  ideas  whicli  1  delivered  at  t'na* 
time;  to  them  I  refer  you.  Yon  v.  ill 
find  that  they  contain  no  j  tid  iiicatioii  ot 
finery,  nor  h  prohibition  to  eir.anri* 
pation  :  fo  far  from  it,  they  admit  the 
idea  that  the  lcuiilature  ought  to  have 
power  to  direct  it  to  take  place  upon 
lair  and  juft  te  rns.  You  will  now  be 
able  to  judge,  whether  there  was  that 
inconliltency  in  thele  two  fpeeches, 
with  which  they  have  been  charged. 
Is  it  inconliltent  to  argue  at  one  time 
in  favor  of  the  perianal  rig  hts  of  tree- 
men,  &  at  another  time  in  favor  of  the 
rights  of  property?  Or  is  it  more  im- 
proper to  allert  the  liphr.  of  property, 
in  flares,  than  it  is  to  allert  it  as  to  any 
other  fpecies  of  property  ;  more  efpe- 
cially, when  rhe  quell  ion  i«  between 
the  owner  and  the  community,  which 
made  that  Have  pVopfcrty,  on  what 
terms  that  community  ought  to  de- 
^  clare  that  the  Have  mould  ceafe  to  be 
eonfidere 1  as  pi-open  v  !  If 'here  is  an 
-ji.coii.iUency  in  thete  fpeeches,  all  rhe 
patriot  in  the  f.Mitheru  dates,  Who 
■were  Have  holders,  have  been  guilty 
of  the  fame  inconliltency,  from  '76.  to 
thw  day;  and  all  of  you,  who  are 
iv»\v  Have  bidders,  and  declare  your- 
fe|  ves  friends  to  republican  principles, 
are  equally  guilty  of  it  ;  for  in  "thofe 
I'peeches,  I  only  expreil'rd  what  yon, 
an  republican*  and  Have  holders  mull 
tiiink,  and  the  fame  inconliltency 
would  attend  you,  if  you  were  volun- 
tarily to  emancipate  part  of  your 
Haves,  fo  long  as  you  continued  one  of 
the  n  in  bondage  :  and  this  inconlilten- 
CV  is  Hill  more  glaring,  in  the  conduct, 
of  emjneipattrs,  who,  contrary  to  their 
avowed  and  much  Imalled  principles, 
now  keep  many  in  llavery. 

I  am  reprefeiited  by  thefe  writers, 
as  a  uiau  of  a  tyrannical  and  cruel  dif- 


polition,  and  as  a  friend  to  flavery  it- 
ielf.  My  difpolition  ought  to  be  jud- 
ged of  by  my  conduct,  and  1  appeal 
to  it,  from  the  time  1  firft  became  the 
owner  of  a  Have,  to  prove  that  this 
chatge  is  altogether  grouncllefs.  1  in- 
herited a  number  of  Haves  from  my 
father,  and  1  have  fince  purchafed  oth- 
ers, at  their  particular  requeft.  1  have 
(old  none,  but  Inch  as  wete  of  a  tem- 
per that  could  not  be  governed  with- 
out teverity  ;  or  fuch  as  my  removal 
trom  one  pai  t  of  the  Hate  to  another, 
induced  to  with,  although  unwilling' 
ly,  to  part  with  me,  ratherthan  be  fe- 
parated  from  their  nearelt  connexions. 
I  never  owned  a  Have,  who,  would 
from  choice,  have  belonged  to  anoth- 
er mailer,  and  am  frequently  folicited 
to  become  the  purchaier  of  thole  who 
belong  to  others.  1  never  did  ap 
prove  of  llavery,  bnt  I  have  thought 
that  the  removing  of  it  in  a  proper 
manner,  would  be  attended  with  great 
difficulties  j  and  flirt  the  doing  of  it 
in  an  improper  manner,  would  pro- 
duce greater  evils  to  the  country,  than 
it  would  remove,  As  a  citizen,  I  am 
willing,  1  always  hate  been  willing, 
ro  pnv  my  full  proportion,  to  carry 
any  proper  plan  into  execution,  which 
can  he  adopted  for  this  porpofc  ;  pro- 
vided a  real  and  jolt  compenlation  is 
made  to  the  owners;  but  I  never  will 
voluntarily  conlent  to  place  the  bull 
nels  on  fuch  a  footing  as  will  put  it 
in  the  power  of  one  part  of  the  corn- 
in  unity  to  he  generous  at  tne  expence 
ot  the  other  part  ;  or,  to  deprive  a 
part  of  their  fellow  citizens,  without 
making  them  a  t  eal  compenfai  ion  for 
it,  of  a  iVecies  of  property  which  has 
been  held  as  fuch.  under  the  laws  ot 
the  land,  lot1  more  than  a  century  and 
a  half,  it  is  inmereflai  V  to  fay  any 
thing  as  to  rhe  propriety  of  permit- 
ting owners  to  emancipate  their  Haves 
«r  htm  ther  are  inclined  to  do  it  vol  tin 
taiily;  beeaufe  you  know  that  our 
ptelent  conftitutioM,  .^s  well  a*  the  re 
fblutions  adopted  at  Biyan's,  declares 
rhat  aU  ov»ners  of  (i?v  e«,  lhall  have  t his 
privilege.  But  notwithstanding  this 
is  the  tad,  it  is  Dia.de  a  charge  againit 
m«,  that  "  at  a  period  whenthe£<r« 
evolti.ee  of  my  count'  y.rep  was.  w  illing 
to  i  n  cilice  prejbdiee  at  the  (brine  of 
.,'titv .  was  willing  to  at  tempt  fpm*  pi 
for  their  deliverance,  1,  unfeelingly 
ftept  forward,  and  rive;  ted  rheir 
chains.  That  1  oppofe  the  jlave-hol  ' 
wh'de  heart  recently  warned  by  the 
genuine  influence  of  humanity,  at- 
tempts  to  dojuflice  to  his  fellow-men.' 

It  is  laid  that  in  my  oppolirion  to  lome 
of  the  menfures  of  the  general  o 
eminent,  as  well  as  in  that  which  1 
have  given  to  the  propoled  plan  of 
emancipation*  I  have  been  actuated 
folely  by  private  and  improper  mo- 
tives In  my  oppolition  to  thofe  mea- 
farei  ot  the  general  government,  my 
object  vi  as  to  unite  you  in  the  opinion 
rh.it  they  were  tyrannical  end  uncon- 
Ititntional  :  my  efforts,  *  ith  thofe  of 
others,  who  thought  with  me,  were 
crowned  with  fnccefs.  What  have  1 
gained  by  it  ?  Nothing,  nnlefs  fome 
advantages  hath  been  gained  by  it  to 
the  community  at  large,  and  then  on 
ly  in  common  with  you  :  but  I  have 
by  this  part  of  my  conduct,  brought 
on  myfelf  the  refentment  of  thole  who 
adminilter  the  general  government, 
and  thecurfes  of  ail  their  partizans, 
fome  of  whom  are  now  making  tile  of 
the  prefent  occa'ion,  as  a  pretext,  to 
vent  their  fpleen  atrainlt  me.  If  this  it 
my  litnationnow,  when  1  have  attain 
ed  my  object,  w  hat  would  it  have  been 
if  I  had  tailed  in  it  ?  You  willrecol 
led  that  at  the  time  when  1  commen 
ce  I  my  oppolition  to  thefe  meafure« 
t be  arm  of  govern ment  had  been  made 
doubly  ftronc  ;  that  all  oppolition  to 
thofe  meafurts  Termed  to  have  ceafed 
in  the  Atlantic  Hates  ;  that  the  citi- 
zens of  this  Hate  had  then  declared  no 
opinion  as  to  them.  And  it  is  a  fact, 
that  fome  of  tliofe  who  had  been  ellce 
med  our  warmed  republicans,  then 
declared  that  a  it  was  time  to  taper  c  ff 
in  our  opposition  to  thofe  mearures." 
If  then,  I  had  failed  in  my  atrempt, 
what  would  have  been  my  litnation  ! 
I  (hould  probably  have  lolt  my  perfo- 
nal  liberty  for  a  time  at  leafl,  and  fa 
crificcd  a  pnrt  of  my  fortune.  It  mult 
be  evident  therefore,  rhat  I  could  not 
have  been  actuated  by  private  and  im- 
proper considerations,  in  adopting  a 
line  of  conduct,  which,  if  I  fncceeded 
in,  could  bring  me  no  private  advan- 


tage ;  and  which,  if  I  failed,  would 
nvolve  me  in  ruin.  What  arc  the 
piivate  advantages  which  I  can  pro- 
mife  inyfelf,  by  oppoling  the  prefent 
plan  of  emancipation  ?  )f  that  oppo- 
lition ,  proceeded  from  a  f  ear  that  that 
plan  would  rob  me  of  my  property, 
1  do  not  think,  that  this  would  make 
the  oppolition  ittclt  criminal  ;  but,  it 
that  had  been  rhe  only  caufe  of  that 
oppolition,  1  could  eafily,  inftead  of 
making  that  oppolition,  have  (as fome 
»thers  have  done]  fold  that  part  ot 
my  propei  ty,  fo  as  to  have  been  pre- 
pared tor  the  event.  But  it  was  the 
confequences  which  would  inevitably 
follow,  from  admitting  the  principle, 
that  the  community  could  touch  any 
private  property  without  making  the 
owner  a  proper  cotnpeiifatiou  for  it, 
which  induced  me  to  oppofe  the  prin- 
ciple it  felf. 

But  it  is  faid,  that  my  conduct  in 
this  bnlincfs,  has  proceeded  ftom  a 
delire  of  acaairing  popularity.  Moft 
of  your  political  chare&Crs,  who  arc 
known  to  be  in  feaich  of  popularity, 
have  taken  the  other  tide  of  the  quef- 
tion,  which  wasgcneially  thought  to 
be  the  popular  r.ne.  It  is  Hr.inge 
then,  if  I  had  the  fame  object  in  view, 
that  I  Omuld  make  fo  different  a  choice 
trom  that  which  they  have  done.  Be- 
tides, popularity  is  never  impropeilv 
fought  after,  nnlefs  it  is  intended  to 
be  applied,  if  acquired,  ro  anfwer 
foirc  private  pnrpofe.  But,  I  have 
nothing  tA  hope  or  fear  from  you  :  I 
want  nothing  you  can  give,  and  you 
can,  fo  long  as  law  and  jultice  prevail, 
take  from  me  nothing  which  I  now 
have.  Your  elleem  is  all  that  I  covet, 
and  1  knew  that  1  cannot  long  poliels 
that,  without  meriting  it. 

There  is  an  incontiHcncy  in  the 
charges  which  have  been  brought  a 
j^aintt  me,  which  does  not  ("peak  much 
in  their  favor.  W  hen  I  was  declaring 
my  oppolition  to  thofe  meaftircsof  the 
general  government,  it  was  faid  that 
I  was  in  defperate  circumllances,  and 
that  I  wanted  to  throw  every  thing  in 
10  a  (tate  of  anarchy  and  confnhon, 
that  in  the  fcuille  I  might  obtain  lome- 
thifg,  which  1  could  vox.  hope  for 
while  order  and  regular  government 
were  prefrrved.  r  ow  it  is  declared, 
j^lntt  I  am  "  (o  completely  abforbed  by 
"conlidcraticns  of  propcity,  that  I  am 
not  only  willing  to  yield  up  liber- 
ty, but  life  hfelt ,  to  the  protection  of 
it."  (.an  thefe  contradictory  char- 
ges, efpecially  when  they  are  bro't 
forwfetd  in  lo  fhort  a  time,  that  no 
change  can  have  taken  place  in  my 
litnation,  between  the  time  of  making 
the  firft  and  fecond,  be  both  true  ; 
and  if  one  of  them  is  certainly  falfe 
will  it  not  give  you  ftrong  reafon  to 
believe  that  both  are  fo.  It  is  obvious 
that  the  perlonal  attacks  which  are 
made  upon  me  at  this  time,  proceed 
either  from  perlonal  enmiiy  to  me,  or 
f  rom  a  wilh  to  draw  oft' your  attention 
from  the  quellion  itfelf.  But  your 
good  fenfe  will  prevent  you  from  ever 
lofing  fight  of  the  queftion,  by  the 
means  ot  any  artifices  of  this  kind. 
If  I  was  the  beft  of  men,  you  ought 
not  to  purfue  my  advice,  if  it  is  con- 
trary to  your  real  intereft  ;  and  if  I 
am  the  worlt  of  men,  you  ought  to 
follow  it  as  far  as  it  is  conformable  to 
that  interelt.  As  lo  myfelf,  attacks  of 
this  kind  give  me  no  concern,  beeaufe 
I  feel  a  confeioufnefs  that  I  have  dif- 
chnrged  my  duties  as  a  citizen,  inthat 
manner,  which  my  judgment  has  told 
me  weuld  be  inoHH  to  the  ad  vantage  of 
mycountry.  And  although  I  have  not 
enquired  after  the  authors  of  thefe 
publications,  1  have  no  doubt,  but  it 
will  appear,  when  they  are  known, 
that  they  are  a  part  of  that  defer  iption 
of  men,  whofe  ltrongeH  cenfure  ought 
to  be  conlidered  as  the  highelt  praife. 

Before  I  conclude,  permit  me  to  re- 
pear  to  yon,  that  if  you  wifh  to  have 
a  conltitOtion  formed  on  fuch  princi- 
ples as  will  fee  11  re  to  you  your  pro- 
perry,  happinefs  and  liberty,  yon 
ought  not  to  take  council  from  beard- 
left  boys,  nor  from  thofe  of  riper  years, 
who  have,  or  think  that  they  have,  an 
interelt  feparare  from  yours  :  but,  in- 
ftead of  doing  this,  when  yon  wifli  for 
advice,  apply  for  it  to  thofe  whofe 
judgment  has  been  matured  by  time 
and  experience,  and  who,  from  having 
one  common  intereft  with  you,  mull 
jink  orfwtvi  with  you.

Felhvi  Countjmen  tf  Faytte, 

CA.v  any  of  you 
gnefs  within  half  a  fcore,  tl.e  hi,  tuber 
of  publications  which  have  appeared 
within  three  months,  reprobating  the 
meeting  at  Bryan's  ft  a  (ion  in  January 
laft  ?  Can  any  of  you  (conceive  a  re- 
proach, whit  h  has  not  been  heaped  up- 
on them  ?  And  for  what  \  tor  at- 
tempting to  unite  in  felecting  men  lor 
the  convention,  whole  judgments  they 
could  rely  on,  and  who  entertained  li- 
milar  fentiments  with  them  on  lome 
of  the  molt  important  principles  and 
regulations  of  every  government. 
They  were  called  artjttcruts  ,-  high  ton- 
ed politicians-,  and  men  who  carried 
their  fchemes  not  by  fair  argument, 
but  by  prcjefloncl  dexterity  ;  1  hey 
were  charged  with  an  attempt  tu> 
cravjp  Jree  ft'jfrnge  ;  with  j'->rg'»g 
chains  for  thofe  who  might  repietent 
them  ;  and  of  combining  with  what 
they  called  Chrijlians  to  circumvent 
the  good  people  of  this  county;  in 
fhort,  the  very  place  of  their  meeting 
was  :  -.jr-ned  a  political  dt «.  —  What  mutt 
your  furprize  have  been,  my  fellow 
countymen,  when  in  the  Kentucky 
Gazette  of  trie  aSth  inft.  you  find  thefo 
emancipators  advertifing  that  they 
had  the  day  before  done  that  very  act 
which  the  people  at  Bryan's  had  been 
fo  much  reproached  by  them  for  do- 
ing ?  As  the  thing  cannot  be  right  for 
the  emancipating  paity  to  f  orm  a  tick- 
et, and  tor  the  oppofite  party  not  to 
do  <o,  I  have  fpent  a  great  deal  of 
thought  on  the  fubject,  and  cannot  for 
my  life,  difcover  the  criminality  on 
the  one  fide,  and  rhe  propriety  on  tho 
other  except  there  be  fomething  in  the 
different  mariner  in  which  the  bufinefs 
was  done  ;  and  this,  1  will  endeavor 
to  examine,  without  claiming  any  /ro» 
jeffonat  dexterity. 

lit.  The  meeting  at  Bryan's  ftatiori 
was  adverti/ed  in  the  public  papers  fev- 
eral  weeks,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of 
the  county  requefted  to  attend.  The 
meeting  of  the  emancipators,  they  in- 
form us,  was  "in  confequence  of  a 
previous  verbal  notice"  Now,  it  is 
poflible  that  the  Bryan's ftation  people 
weie  here  guilty  of  an  error,  for,  by 
advertifing  the  meeting  iu  the  public 
papers  ,  and  requelting  all  to  attend, 
tag,  rag  and  bob  tail,  might  be  admit- 
ted, and  the  deliberations  impeded  or 
defeated,  by  fuch  a  numerous  motley 
collection.  Moreover,  every  one 
knows  that  important  matters  can  ba 
more  ably  difcufied,  by  a  tew  long, 
wife  heads,  than  by  a  mob  of  five  or 
fix  hundred.  Aga  n,  there  feems  to 
be  more  dignity ,  etiquette  and  cereme- 
u':e,  in  a  verbal  notice,  than  in  an  ad~ 
vertifemeiit ;  for  that  is  the  inoft  com- 
mon and  vulgar  vehicle  of  communi- 
cation, of  all  others,  being  ufed  by 
every  man  who  has  loft  his  hog,  or 
his  horfc. 

adly.  The  Bryan's  ftation  people* 
appointed  their  meeting  at  a  large  and 
commodious  church,  expecting  a  great, 
collection  of  people,  and  withing  all 
who  did  attend,  might  partake  in  the 
difcuflion  of  whatever  might  be  pro- 
poled. The  emancipators  thought  ic 
beft  "  to  convene  at  Col.  Robert  Fat- 
terfon's."  Here  again,  I  expect  the 
people  at  Bryan's  etred,  upon  the 
fame  principle  they  did  with  refpetft 
to  their  general,  public  invitation  ;  for 
as  the  church  was  not  a  private  houfe, 
and  every  man  had  a  right  to  enter, 
therefore,  there  was  no  way  of  difcri- 
minating  ;  efpecially  as  there  is  but 
one  room  in  the  whole  church,  and 
not  even  2i  garret,  where  a  felect  few 
might  retire  to.  But  in  the  hotife  of 
a  private  gentleman,  where  there  is  a 
variety  of  rooms,  garret*.,  &c.  and 
who  may  admit  whom  he  pleafes  ;  and 
in  fliort.  being  a  private  houfe,  into 
which  every  man  knows  he  has  no» 
right  to  enter,  without  invitation,  tha 
company  no  doubt,  was  as  felect  as* 
could  be  wilhed.  But,  I  don't  fo  well 
nnderltand  in  what  manner  a  verbal 
notice  to  meet  at  a  private  honfe, 
on  public  bufinefs,  is  to  be  ferved 
and  by  whom.  I  think,  however, 
rhe  people  at  Bryan's  ought  not  to 
have  been  fo  fcverely  handled,  for 
afiembling  in  a  public  meeting-houfe, 
inftead  of  a  privete  gentleman's  lionfe, 
and  wiHi,  for  the  fake  of  peace,  the 


ndvertifement  had  mentioned  Col.  Ro- 
gers's, and  not  Bryan's  ltation  ;  and 
then  I  fuppofe  it  could  not  with  any 
propriety  have  been  called  a  den,  &  the 
poor  Chrillians  to  whom  it  belongs 
would  not  have  been  fo  laiily  builetted. 

3dly.  The  f  our  or  five  hundred  peo- 
ple who  met  at  Bryan's  flation  or.  the 
■day  appointed,  did  not  think  they 
were  fufficiently  numerous,  and  fuffi. 
ciently  acquainred  with  the  fentiments 
and  w  ifhes  pf  their  fellow  countymen 
to  "  cjnlult  in  the  appointment  of 
proper  perfons  to  be  voted  for  as  mem- 
bers of  the  convention,"  butrecom. 
jnended  it  to  them  to  chafe  men  who 
did  know  thofc  fentiments  and  willies, 
to  make  that  appointment. 

The  emancipates  were  not  fo  cir- 
cuitous—they,  "  in  a  conlidei  able* 
number,  principally  from  the  country, 
convened  at  Col  Pattei  Tun's  the  21ih 
jnftant,  to  coufult  on  the  appointment  oj 
proper  perfons  to  vote  Jcr  as  members  oj 
the  convention."  — -Now,  alrho'  the  Bry 
an's  Nation  people  might  have  erred  in 
the  two  foregoing  particulars,  I  can't 
help  thinking  they  were  at  lealt  half 
right  here.  Would  it  have  hern  right 
for  thofe  4  or  500  voters,  aliho'  they 
were  aficiiibk-d  by  public  adveitifc- 
ment  and  from  dhr'ei  cnt  cornet  fc  of  the 
comity,  to  have  appointed  perions  for 
the  remaining  1500  people  to  vote 
for?

J.  Parker,  info imed  the  houfe  that 
bewasjufl  informed  byMr.llols,  a  fe- 
nator  that  the  president  had  nominated 
Mr.  V.  Murry,  (new  at  the  Hague,) 
rain  titer  to  the  ropublic  of  France,  he 
having  received  alluiances  that  he 
would  be  received  with  all  the  refped 
due  to  a  great,  free  and  independent 
nation— t hit  communication  doled  the 
debate  for  the  clay,  Father's  obferv. 
ing,  that  although  he  had  fupported 
the  mcafure  in  the  commit!'- e,  he 
Ihonld  now  vote  againft  it,  under  the 
piefent  circun. (lances.  1  tie  nomina- 
tion of  Mr.  Murry,  was  committed  in  , 
the  fenate,  they  have  not  decided  01m 
their  concurrence.  Some  opinions 
are,  that  the  meafure  w  ill  be  negativ- 
ed in  the  fenate.  The  bill  was  again 
taken  up,  on  Wednesday  ;  after  much 
difcuiiion  it  was  negatived  by  a  majo- 
rity of  52  to  48.  A  bill  has  palled  to 
aug  nent  the  navy,  by  building  fix  74 
gunlhips;  fix  Hoops  of  war,  18  guns 
each,  and  other  fmaller  veflcls.  A  bill 
is  under  consideration,  of  gieat  mag- 
nitude, as  to  its  mifchievous  tenden- 
cy :— the  object  is  to  raife  (ft,oco 
troops,  under  the  defignation  of  vo- 
lunteers, to  be  commiiiioned  by  the 
prelident  : — none  to  be  received  ex- 
cept their  political  principles  are  well 
known  and  approved.  This  appeal s 
to  be  the  cafe,  by  a  letter  from  the  fe- 
cretary  of  war,  to  an  officer  of  high 
rank  in  Virginia,  (Col.  Dark.)  I  truft 
and  hope,  that  the  timely  nomination 
of  Mr.  Murray,  will  prevent  the  paf- 
fage  of  this  bill.  The  fubject  of  re- 
pealing the  alien  and  (edition  laws  is 
to  be  taken  up  next  week— 1  can  form 
no  opinion  how  they  will  go  in  our 
houfe,  but  w  ill  Hand  no  chance  in  the 
fenate  — they,  I  believe,  are  as  firm  as 
ever  for  war  meafures. 

The  p:  ehdent  having  made  the  no- 
mination of  Mr.  Murry  without  coii- 
fulting  the  party,  has  difcoveied  their 
i'.io!  ti.'ication  and  difappointment, 
in  fucceeding  in  the  favoured  plan  for 
war— even  Feter  abnfes  the  meafure.

««  f  he  lots  of  the  Neapolitans  was 
very  trivial,  co  npare.l  with  that  of  the 
French.  The  loa  of  the  king  of  Na 
pies,  was  arrived  with  a  divifion  of  the 
army,  at  Civita  Vecchia,  and  bad  taken 
polt'eilioa  of  tint  ciry  and  port.  1  lie 
Romani  were  every  where  fiocking  in 
great  numbers,  to  enter  into  the  Nea- 
politan army.  I  have  no  doubt  b  it 
the  French  will  be  more  rapidly  dri- 
ven out  of  Italy  than  they  enterel  it. 
Bu  maparte.  all  accounts  agree,  was 
fh  >t  at  a  council  of  war,  by  an  Kgyp- 
tian  fol  lier,  and  his  whole  army  by 
tliis  ti  ne  deltroyed — fo  much  for  that 
expedition.
